‘Once all the paperwork 
was in place, Arvanitis pre- 
pared for his very first 
Farmer’s Market. “It was 
June 13th. I brought my own

us. “I didn’t know if I’d sell 
one bread or all thirty.” 

The market opened at 10:30 
a.m. and by noon the bread 
was sold out. Loaves of cin-

- a recipe handed down from 
his Swedish grandmother - 
and some of his original cre- 
ations such as rosemary- 
parmesan focaccia bread. 
“With rosemary hand-picked 
from the garden,” Arvanitis 
said. Each loaf -cost 
between four to six dollars 
and was accompanied by 


- Arvanitis’ user-friendly tips, 


such as which breads taste 
better toasted, used for dips, 
fondues, or sandwiches. 

“T have a lot of repeat cus- 
tomers. People will come 
back and ask for their 
favorite breads. If I don’t 
have it that week, I’ll make 
it the week after. Having 
regulars is a great part of 
any business.” 


To help keep up with the 


demand, Arvanitis plans to 
convert his garage into a 
commercial kitchen? “It will 
be part of my late fall/early 
winter project,” he said. 

Until then, he continues to 
bake for his monthly church 
dinners and attend the week- 
ly farmer’s markets in 
Wilmington through 
September 28th.

Fifty years ago... 


Bobby Barrows’

The afternoon of Sept. 24, 


1963 was a warm, early fall 
day, perfect for cutting cord- 
wood. Bobby Barrows had a 


cordwood business, carrying ° 


on the business of his father, 
Herbert C. Barrows. 

Herb Barrows had bought 
the old Winn farm in 
Wilmington in 1903 for $700. 
Herb, who had been a 
teacher in Reading, was a 
clever man, tough and wiry. 
He later would establish the 
Wilmington Finance 
Committee, to review the 
annual town budget. 

In 1897, he married Flora 
Symmes. They had a son, 
Robert Hopkins Barrows, 
born on Sept. 21, 1900. Flora 
died in 1907, and Herb 
remarried. His second wife 
was Nina Kincaid. There 
were two more children, 
Herbert C. Jr., and Elsie. 

Bobby Barrows grew up on 
the farm as his father’s 
right-hand man. Herbert, Jr. 


became an English profes- | 


sor, and Elsie taught history 
at Tewksbury Memorial 
High School. 

Capt. Larz Neilson (1911- 
2000) remembered Bobby 
driving a 1917 Reo as a 
school bus. In the winter, he 
carried school children on a 
pung, a horse-drawn sledge, 
more designed for carrying 
logs. With added hay, 
though, it could transport 
children to school. 

Where Herb took pride in 
being a skin-flint Yankee, 
Bobby was his opposite — 
quiet, gentle Bobby. 

Bobby was a great fan of 
the railroads. He accumulat- 
ed a collection of photo- 
graphs of old locomotives. 
Whenever he took a vaca- 
tion, he would travel by 
train. He usually wore an 
engineer’s hat. 

If there was a trademark 
to, the Barrows’ operations, 
it was the International 
Harvester truck. Herb 
became an agent for IH 
about 1920. This was in an 


era when the automobile, 


companies did not have 
dealers, just agents. 

IH produced a truck they 
called the Agent’s Truck. 
The problem soon became 
evident — 


truck for the agents, why 
weren’t they selling it to the 
farmers? 

When IH closed out the line 
of agent’s trucks,

bought a truck and three 
complete sets of replace- 
ment parts for $700. It was 
painted with the name of 
their tree farm, North 
Wilmington Nurseries, a 
farm near the east end of 
High Street. 

The truck belonged to 
Herb, but Bobby drove it 
most of the time. It original- 
ly had mechanical brakes on 
just two wheels. Bobby had 
a compressor installed; with 
air brakes on four wheels. 
He then had a compressed 
air starter added. He would 
pull a chain in the cab and 
the truck would start with a 
distinctive whir usually only 
heard ‘from large diesel 
trucks. 

Several times, after Herb 
had cut the police budget, 
the chief would swear the 
old truck would never pass 
inspection. But it always did.

In the mid-1950s, Herb sold 
his farm to Aveo, at least the 
property south or Lowell St., 
about 70 acres. Bobby was 
not at all happy about that. 
He was a generally congen- 
ial man, but he did not have 
a favorable opinion of the 
Avco sale. He looked at the 
Avco buildings and muttered 
that someday, they would 
make a grand town hall for 
Wilmington. About the same 


time, Route 93 was built, and _, 


the North Wilmington 
Nursery was taken by emi- 
nent domain. 

Herb died on Oct. 2, 1961, 


having been an invalid for 
four years. Bobby was left to 
carry on the business, with- 
out the hay fields, without 
the nursery. He still had 
about 30 acres on the north 
side of Lowell Street. He 


and his wife Dora lived in a: 


small house close to Woburn 
Street. 

On Sept. 24, 1963, Bobby 
went out to cut some cord- 
wood in the yard, very close 
to the northwest corner of 
Lowell and Woburn streets. 
His long-time assistant was 
with him, a man they simply 


called “Hoppy.” A deaf- 
mute, he had worked with 
Bobby for years. 


Bobby took off his hat and 
set it on the tail-board of the 
old truck. He started up his 
saw engine, known as a one- 
lunger. It had a leather 
drive-belt running a five-foot 
circular. saw, mounted on an 


oak cradle. The large circu- 
lar saw ran on a steel axle, 
held in place by a pair of 
steel knuckles, screwed 
down to the oak. The cradle 
had accumulated sawdust 
over the years. Bobby appar- 
ently failed to notice that the 
oak had rotted. 

Bobby put a log to the 
blade. Possibly there was a 
knot in the maple, just 
enough to put some extra 
strain on the saw. The 
screws let go. Bobby never 
knew what hit him. He died 
instantly. 

This took place behind a

strike would create new openings for al-Qaeda-linked 
rebel groups, including some of the same Sunni extrem- 
ist groups the United States fought in Iraq, which long 
ago eclipsed more secular-minded forces like the Free 
Syrian Army. And for anyone who thinks they’ll return 
the favor with gratitude, recall that Osama bin Laden 
himself was among the Mujahideen fighters that 
Washington supported against the Soviets in 
Afghanistan. 

A large-scale U.S. bombing campaign would also push 
more fighters and refugees into fragile states like Iraq 
and Lebanon — where the war has already spread — and 
could instantly drag the United States into a tailspin of 
regional turmoil. 

Even a quick, “surgical” strike could escalate into a 
full-scale war if Syria or its ally Iran retaliates by tar- 
geting any of the U.S. forces or diplomatic facilities that 
blanket the Middle East. i, 

And even if he doesn’t hit back, if Washington tanks 
this deal with Russia and goes to war, Assad could still 
lash out at Syrian civilians with chemical weapons.

Prior to teaching, Hirsch 
spent time in the industry. 

“Teaching “is fun. For a 
guy that is passionate about 
science like me, it’s a great 
way to get kids that are 
interested in it on the 
ground floor.” 

Hirsch, who taught at 
Everett High for two years 
before making the move to 
Shawsheen, is also an 
accomplished musician who 
has toured with bands all 
over the world.

bar punctures, or spinal 


taps, so chemo could be 


inserted into the spinal 
fluid. Once Anthony was 
released, there were fre- 
quent check-ups and trips to 
the ER whenever he spiked 
a fever. “He’s the bravest 
child I’ve ever met in my 
life,” Naimo said. 

There are no guarantees 
as this is a new trial. “We 
decided to go this route and 
if it wasn’t effective we 
would have to resort to a 
bone marrow transplant.” 
The challenge would be 
finding a donor match. 

Earlier this month, sever- 
al departments from 
Wilmington Public Safety 
sponsored a combined 
Children’s Hospital Blood 
Drive and Dana-Farber 
Bone Marrow Registry. 
Seventy-five pints of blood 
were donated and numerous 
registrations were made for 
the bone marrow registry. 

“Many 18-year-olds and 
first-time donors came to 
the drive - we were so proud 
of their courage,” Naimo 
said. They were especially

Currently, Anthony has 
one week left of treatment. 
“We are waiting for his 
white count to recover then

Started in 1984 by Watertown resident, Lynn Bratley, an 
actress in long-term recovery, this theater troupe has not only 
created a powerful educational outreach program, but also a 
“community of recovery.”

Each year, they perform for thousands of people in audi- 
ences at hundreds of middle and high schools, colleges, confer- 
ences, and substance abuse prevention programs. As 
Improbable Actor Elie pointed out: “For a great actor the truth 
is often the greatest challenge, and that is something these 
actors face every time they take the stage.”

Robert De Niro stars as 
Giovanni Manzoni, a 
respected member of the 
New York mob who’s been 
in witness protection for the 
better part of the last 
decade after snitching on 
his mafia family. Unable to 
stay out of trouble wherever 
he goes, Giovanni is relocat- 
ed to a small, quiet town in 
Normandy, France with his 
wife .-Maggie. (Michelle 
Pfeiffer) and their two kids, 
Belle (Diane Agron) and 
Warren (John D’Leo). But 
before they’ve even 
unpacked, the incognito 
Blake family doesn’t waste 
any time in reverting to 
their old ways. 

Maggie blows up the 
local supermarket after 
being treated poorly by the 
staff; Belle teaches some 
horny teenagers a lesson in 
how to treat a woman; and 
Warren sets up several rack- 
ets at school. When 
Giovanni’s old mafia don is 
tipped off to their location 
by pure chance, however, a 
team of hitmen is sent to 
Normandy to exact revenge 
on him and his family mob- 
style. 

If Tony Soprano had 
turned into a rat and been 
whisked away to Europe 
with Carmela and the kids, 
it would probably look a lot 
like “The Family,” a farcical 
homage to the mobster 
genre that’s played for dark- 
ly comical laughs, including 
a very cool moment involv- 
ing a Martin Scorsese clas- 
sic. 

The irony is also not lost 
on seeing De Niro and 
Pfeiffer return to their 
gangster roots after all 
these years, and though it 


isn’t the first time they’ve- 


appeared in a movie togeth- 
er, it’s nice to see the veter- 
an actors finally share the 
screen after failing to cross 


90s action films,

els... Our plays reinforce the content covered in health classes 
and substance abuse prevention programs. For me, it does bet- 
ter than approximating real life. In real life, the problem of 
substance and alcohol abuse unfolds over a longer period of 
time, but on the stage this problem unfolds in 3-D with all of its 
dimensions within a class period. So it is very realistic and 
effective.” 

Landing this job i in June 2013, he is: “always excited to come 
to work because I know that any contact I make can turn into 
a show, which can reach a kid who makes a different choice in 
his life because of seeing the show, and who, as a result, might 
not end up struggling with addiction.”

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when I was young. I am sure that it would have made an 
impression on me, and I might have made different choices.” 
He attributes the fact that he has never smoked or used ille- 
gal drugs to the information targeting the dangers of those sub- 
stances which surrounded him. In contrast, he received no 
warnings about alcohol. In fact, alcohol was not only portrayed 


as “socially acceptable” but when he got to college, he “got the - 


message that drinking was expected... I am convinced that if I 
had gotten the other message, I wouldn’t have started drink- 


The effectiveness of the Improbable Players is clear from . 


the intelligent questions students ask, how riveted they become 
during performances, and the numbers of students who come 
forward for help afterward. Mike shared: “Before I took the 
job, I went to a performance. An actor asked the kids if they 
knew someone who resembled a character affected by addic- 
tion in the play - about half of the kids raised their hands. This 
shows that this program is reaching kids for whom this is a rel- 
evant program.” Minds are opened and connections forged as 
Improbable Players break stereotypes, and the audience real- 
izes that ‘he’ or ‘she’ could be me, no matter how improbable. 

Deborah Deacon, Associate Principal of Burlington High 
School, has brought this program to multiple schools. She 
emphasized: “the actors were very 'real.' They sat right down 
on the stage and answered any and all questions students had 
for them. They are people, who have had to fight addictions 
and they could speak honestly about their experiences. This 
made the show and the message—REAL!” 

Improbable Players make hope tangible because their recov- 
ery was so “improbable.” They have emerged from the trials of 
addictions, and are on stage to tell about it. As Mike points out, 
his experience and their message are essential to those strug- 
gling with addiction, whether it is theirs or a loved ones: “it is 
possible to get control of this problem and make your life bet- 
ter.” 

“For the Improbable Players,” Elie clarified: “this is not a 
business, this is not a responsibility, this is passion and hope. 
This is the hope that even one less child will have to suffer with 
addiction believing that they are alone and hopeless. The hope 
that one less family will feel helpless and broken, and that one 
more life can be saved.” 

Thanks to a grant from The Boston Foundation’s Vision 
Fund, Improbable Players have big plans for reaching larger 
audiences. In the long term, there is a documentary film 
planned, as well as theater workshops for people in recovery, 
but first and foremost is the development of a new play to 
address the devastating problem of prescription drug abuse, 
like medications for ADHD (amphetamines) and Pain 
(Oxycontin). 

Right now, troupe members are fanning out to conduct inter- 
views with young addicts who are now in recovery: how they got 
started using drugs, what happened to them when they used, 
why they decided to stop and what life is like now. Their stories

* Melanoma begins in the 
melanocytes, the cells in the 
epidermis that give the skin 
its color. Melanoma is the 
most deadly form of skin can- 
cer because it can quickly 
spread into the lymph system 
of the body and. organs. 
Melanoma can form in a pre- 
existing mole or form a new 
mole. 


Causes of skin cancer 

Exposure to sunlight is the 
leading cause of skin cancer, 
according to the American 
Cancer Society. While the rays 
of the sun may be more 
intense during the summer- 
time, any exposure to the sun 
can lead to skin cancer. The 
sun can reflect off of snow and 
become concentrated. .No 
matter how many layers a 
person wears during cooler 
weather, the head and neck 
area tends to remain exposed 
to the sun's damaging UV 
radiation year-round. 

Skin cancer is most likely 
to occur in people with pale 
skin who have a tendency to 
burn or freckle when exposed 
to the sun. But everyone 
should be diligent and cover 
up when spending time out- 
doors. 


No one is immune to skin 
cancer, and the change of sea- 
sons does not lower a person's 
risk of getting the disease. 
Anytime a person is in the sun 
he or she runs the risk of UV 
exposure that can lead to skin 
cancer, which highlights the 
importance of taking preven- 
tive measures to: safeguard 
yourself from skin cancer.
